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1 . Claims 7-14 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Krishnan et al [Krishnan 6,442,529 B1]. 

2. As per claim 7 Krishnan discloses A web content downloading method for a 
network kiosk associated with a store [Krishnan, PDA, col 1 lines 23-35; download web 
page content, col 2 lines 47-59] comprising the steps of: 

(a) storing a schedule containing a number of web content addresses and 
corresponding download times by the kiosk [Krishnan, scheduling services, col 1 lines 
55-65; Advertising-Subsidized Internet Access, col 5 lines 48 et seq.], wherein the 
download times are chosen to occur when the kiosk is not being used by an operator to 
select and browse web pages [Krishnan, downloads new advertisements when the 
computer is idle, col 12 lines 31-40]; 

(b) waiting until the download times in accordance with the schedule by the kiosk 
[Krishnan, validation stamps, col 9 line 22-col 10 lines 59; valid timer field, col 11 lines 
25-37] ; and 
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(c) downloading and storing web content at the web content addresses at the download 
times in accordance with the schedule by the kiosk [Krishnan, downloads new 
advertisements at times scheduled by the PDA user or kiosk user, col 12 lines 31-40]. 

3. As per claim 9 Krishnan discloses the web content comprises media files 
[Krishnan, multimedia advertisements, col 20 lines 14-27]. 

4. As per claim 10 Krishnan discloses the download times occur after store hours 
when the kiosk is without an operator [Krishnan, downloads new advertisements when 
the computer is idle, col 12 lines 31-40]. 

5. Claims 11,13,14 contain the similar limitations set forth in claims 7,9,10. 
Therefore claims 11-14 are rejected for the same rationale set forth in claims 7-10. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Krishnan et al [Krishnan 6,442,529 

B1] in view of the well-known arts. 
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6. As per claims 8,12 Krishnan does not discloses (d) receiving the schedule from 
an in-store server by the kiosk. 

It was well-known in the art that the schedule could be stored in a server and 
downloads to the client node [see Carpenter, Whyel references] 

Therefore it would have been obvious to an ordinary skill in ht e art at the time 
the invention was made in order to utilize the schedule provided by server to help the 
user download the information to the thin clients, PDA, kiosk as taught by the well 
known art into the Krishnan's apparatus in order to utilize the schedule selections. 
Doing so would provide the maximum flexibility and future expansion [Carpenter, col 26 
lines 7-21] or improve service capability of Service Provider [Whyel 0017]
